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Convention 
centre absent 
from budget 

FUNDING There’s no funding 
for a downtown Halifax 
convention centre in the 
provincial budget released 
yesterday, but Finance Min¬ 
ister Graham Steele said 
that shouldn’t be taken as a 
sign. 

“Nobody should read 
anything into that. It does¬ 
n’t mean that we favour it 
or don’t favour it,” Steele 
said. “For such a large proj¬ 
ect, there’s enough of a lead 
time that it would be in the 
next budget anyway.” 

Provincial cabinet is 
scheduled to decide on 
whether or not to fund the 
centre April 19. 

The new convention cen¬ 
tre, to be built on Argyle 
Street, is estimated to cost 
between $100 million and 
$150 million between each 
of the three levels of 
government. A projected 
opening date is set for 
2013. METRO HALIFAX

Budget highlights 


• Total spending for 2010- 
11 forecast at $9 billion with 
a $ 222 -million deficit. 

• Harmonized sales tax to 
rise by two percentage 
points to 15 per cent as of 
July 1, generating $215 mil¬ 
lion in revenue this fiscal 
year. 

• To offset the tax increase, 
rebates will be offered to 
households earning less 
than $30,000 annually, 
amounting to about $240 
per household. 

• No increases to corporate 
taxes. 

• Those earning more than 
$150,000 annually will be 
subject to a new tax bracket 
that will claim 21 per cent of 
earnings over that amount. 

• The 2009-10 deficit is 
pegged at $488 million. 

• The NDP government will 
also eliminate 1,000 jobs 
from the public service over 
the next four years through 
attrition, while imposing 
wage restraints and a pen¬ 
sion earnings cap on those 
who remain.

Tax hikes and reining in 
government spending are 
at the forefront of the 
NDP’s plan to conquer the 
province's deficit. 

Yesterday’s budget re¬ 
vealed the much-expected 
HST hike of two percent¬ 
age points that will come 
into effect July 1. Nova Sco¬ 
tia will be tied with P.E.I. 
for the highest consump¬ 
tion tax in the countiy. 

The 15 per cent HST is 
expected to add $300 mil¬ 
lion per year against the 
deficit, but the main em¬ 
phasis is on cost savings. 


Within four years, the 
NDP plans to find $770 mil¬ 
lion of annual savings. 
Some concrete items are 
listed, such as bulk bu 5 dng 
of medical drugs and cut¬ 
ting the civil service by 10 
per cent through attrition. 

Other items, including 
“modernization of the 
school system” and 
“streamlined health serv¬ 
ice,” are more vague. 

Liberal Leader Stephen 
McNeil and Tory Leader 


Karen Casey both attacked 
the HST increase. McNeil 
said the NDP is “taking the 
easy way out.” Casey said 
the tax would kill Nova 
Scotia’s competitive edge. 

But Premier Darrell Dex¬ 
ter said the tax increase, 
something he promised he 
wouldn’t do in last year’s 
election campaign, was 
necessaiy. 

“The previous govern¬ 
ment, through sheer reck¬ 
lessness, drove us into a po¬ 


sition where we now have 
to deal with a structural 
deficit that would heap a 
$ 1.4-billion budget deficit 
on the backs of the 
province,” Dexter said. 

“We said we were going 
to deal with it and that’s 
what this budget does.” 

The provincial share of 
the HST will be taken off of 
children’s clothes, diapers 
and feminine hygiene 
products. 

The budget also intro¬ 
duces an affordable living 
tax credit to offset the im¬ 
pact of the HST impact on 
lower-income families. 
People making less than 
$30,000 per year will actu¬ 
ally have a little bit more 


money on average. 

A higher burden is being 
placed on the upper class, 
with a 1.75 per cent in¬ 
come tax increase for those 
making more than 
$150,000 per year. Due to 
the phasing out of a surtax, 
those making between 
$83,000 and $150,000 get 
an income tax break of 
1.75 per cent. 

The small business tax 
rate was cut to 4.5 per cent 
from five per cent to spur 
economic growth. 

“We think it’s pretty sig¬ 
nificant that we are imple¬ 
menting the first reduction 
on the business tax rate 
since 1992,” said Finance 
Minister Graham Steele.

Groups upset, but businesses take news in stride

Some business groups are 
fuming over yesterday’s 
budget announcement 
that the provincial HST 
will increase by two 
percentage points on July 
1. 

Several local businesses 
contacted by Metro yester¬ 
day, however, seemed to 
be less bothered. 

“Whenever anybody has 
to pay more taxes, that’s 
not a great thing,” said 
Patrick O’Reagan, presi¬ 
dent of O’Reagan’s New 
and Used Cars. 

“But I think that, largely, 
it is going to be what it is 
going to be ... I don’t think 
people’s needs for automo¬ 


biles are going to change. 
The (amount is) not nor¬ 
mally a deal-breaker.” 

O’Reagan’s optimism 
stood in stark contrast 
with the Canadian Federa¬ 
tion of Independent Busi¬ 
ness, which is “outraged” 
at the higher taxes. 

“The NDP campaign said 
they would take the HST 
off home energy; they did¬ 
n’t say they would raise it 
on everything else,” Judith 
Andrew, CFIB’s Atlantic 
vice-president, said in a re¬ 
lease. She said a strong ma¬ 
jority of business groups 
and citizens are against the 
tax increase. 

Luc Erjavec, vice-presi¬ 
dent of the Canadian 
Restaurant and Foodser- 
vices Association, agreed. 

“It’s a tough, tough busi¬ 


ness environment,” he said 
at Province House. “We 
want to create some oppor¬ 
tunity in this province ... 
You don’t do that by taking 
money out of the pockets 
of customers.” 

Realtor Harvey Riggs, 
however, was less worried 
about the hike. Riggs deals 
predominantly with new 
home sales, which are af¬ 
fected by the HST. But in 
Riggs’ opinion, a two per 
cent increase is not going 
to hurt the industiy. 

“I don’t think it’s going 
to affect our business very 
much, because it’s going to 
put us back where we were 
two or three years ago 
when it was 15 per cent 
an 5 ^ay,” he said.

One woman, who 
wouldn’t give her name, 
was one of a few to say the 
tax hike wasn’t such a bad 
thing. 

“They got to balance it 
somehow,” she said of the 
deficit.

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NDP lays out 
changes to 
public-service 
pension fund

PLAN Nova Scotia’s 
looming public-service 
pension crisis is fixed, says 
the NDP. 

Yesterday’s budget laid 
out a series of measures 
that Finance Minister Gra¬ 
ham Steele projects will 
erase the $ 1.5-billion 
unfunded liability in the 
public-service pension 
fund. 

Most of that comes from 
unlinking annual payouts 
to raises in the cost of liv¬ 
ing. Instead, payments will 
be indexed at 1.25 per cent 
for five years and only af¬ 
ter that if the plan is fully 
funded. 

Minimum retirement 
age is upped five years to 
55 for new employees, and 
survivor benefits are 
dropped slightly to 60 per 
cent. About $500 million is 
made up through 
refinancing with lower in¬ 
terest rates. 

“It was something that 
had to be done,” said 
Steele. “I think we have a 
solution that is fair to 
eveiybody.” 

Unusually for provincial 
politics, the 

announcement went un¬ 
criticized by both the offi¬ 
cial Opposition and 
unions. NSGEU president 
Joan Jessome said her 
members won’t like hav¬ 
ing benefits cut but some¬ 
thing had to be done. 

“We know that changes, 
although unpleasant, are 
necessaiy for the plan,” 
said Jessome. 

“The number 1 thing to 
do is make sure that that 
plan is here for the long 
run and it stabilizes, and it 
was not stable.”

RCMP guarding

FIREARMS RCMP officers 
who guard Parliament Hill 
are being equipped with 
submachine-guns to give 
them more stopping pow¬ 
er should a gunman attack 
the heart of Canada’s gov¬ 
ernment.

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Take action on cyber security, 
researchers advise Ottawa 


Ottawa must take urgent 
action on cyberspace secu¬ 
rity, or risk becoming the 
next victim of a targeted 
attack by hackers using so¬ 
cial media like Twitter to 
glean secret government 
or corporate information, 
Canadian researchers said 
yesterday. 

The team of researchers 
from the University of 
Toronto and Ottawa-based 
SecDev Group released a 
report yesterday docu¬ 
menting a complex cyber 
espionage system of Chi¬ 
nese hackers. 

Twitter and email were 
among the tools used to ac¬ 
cess highly sensitive docu¬ 
ments from the Dalai 
Lama’s offices and national 
security data from India, 
they said.

A vacuum of global co¬ 
operation on cyberspace 
security only serves to as¬ 
sist those networks, Deib¬ 
ert said. There are no rules 
of the road when it comes 
to cyber espionage and it’s 
an area in which Canada 
could take an active leader¬ 
ship role, he said. 

“The Canadian govern¬ 
ment has neither a domes¬ 
tic cyber security 
strategy or a for¬ 
eign policy for 
cyberspace,” 

Deibert said. 

“(The report) 
should offer a 
wake-up call that 
rectifies the situation 
or we may find that we are 
the next victim.” 

However, industrialized 
countries tend to be better 


positioned to ward off at¬ 
tacks from cyber spies or 
cyber criminals, the re¬ 
searchers said. 

“There has been, I think, 
a rush to embrace new in¬ 
formation and communi¬ 
cations technologies 
around the world, especial¬ 
ly in developing countries, 
without corresponding at¬ 
tention to security,” Deib¬ 
ert said.

The commission is inves¬ 
tigating an allegation from

The new nuclear option 

Obama rewrites decades-old U.S. policy on use of weapons 


U.S. President Barack 
Obama vowed yesterday 
to constrain the use of 
the nation’s Cold War-era 
nuclear arsenal, part of a 
bold but politically risky 
move aimed at discourag¬ 
ing nuclear technology 
from spreading. 

Obama’s plan, a sharp 
departure from his prede¬ 
cessor’s policy, is a bid to 
play down the threat posed 
by nations like Russia and 
China while emphasizing 
the threat posed by terror¬ 
ists or states believed to en¬ 
courage terror. 

“To stop the spread of 
nuclear weapons, prevent 
nuclear terrorism, and pur-

statement. 

Under the new plan, the 
U.S. promises not to use 
nuclear weapons against 
countries that do not have 
them. 

The policy would not ap¬ 
ply to states like North Ko¬ 
rea and Iran, however, be¬ 
cause of their refusal to co¬ 
operate on non-prolifera¬ 
tion standards. Obama’s 
plan would lessen the role 
nuclear weapons play in 
America’s defence plan¬ 
ning. 

Democrats also praised 
the decision, while some 
Republicans said it could 
weaken the U.S. defence 


capability. Rep. Buck McK- 
eon, the top Republican on 
the House Armed Services 
Committee, said the policy 
change could cariy “clear 
consequences” for security 
and said he was troubled 
by “some of the language 
and perceived signals em¬ 
bedded” in the policy. 

At a Pentagon news con¬ 
ference, Defence Secretary 
Robert Gates said the un¬ 
precedented limits being 
placed on the U.S. nuclear 
arsenal will not weaken 
the nation’s defences and 
will send a “strong mes¬ 
sage” to Iran and North Ko¬ 
rea to “play by the rules.”

O ne way to tell 
the strength of 
the Canadian 
dollar — the 
length of the 
lineup at the border. 

Last weekend, it was 
three hours long at B.C.’s 
Peace Arch border cross¬ 


ing. It’s hard to imagine 
anyone waiting three 
hours to buy discount 
cheese, but I admit there’s 
something deeply satisfy¬ 
ing about scoring a giant 
wedge of mellow yellow 
for about one-twelfth the 
cost at the local supermar¬ 
ket. A quick way to get in 
touch with your inner ro¬ 
dent. 

As I write. I’m in the per¬ 
fect place to view the 
loonie’s run to parity with 
the U.S. dollar: The Man¬ 
dalay Bay hotel, 14 floors 
above the Las Vegas strip 
with a view of the pyra¬ 


mid-shaped Luxor, that pe¬ 
culiar monument to the 
excess that was never an¬ 
cient Egypt. 

I flew down with a host 
of Canadian invaders on 
the day the loonie reached 
99.9 cents US. Yesterday 
morning, for one brief 
shining moment, the two 
currencies were exactly 
equal. This is great news 
for the punters, who have 
experienced a 25 per cent 
increase in their buying 
power from a year ago. 
They are the lords and 
ladies of the slots, the buf¬ 
fet, and the outlet malls. 


This dance of currencies 
is how Canadians keep 
score in our one-sided com¬ 
petition with our Ameri¬ 
can cousins. But what does 
it mean, really? There’s 
loose talk about how Cana¬ 
da’s fundamentals are so 
good compared to the U.S.: 
Our deficit is lower, our ex¬ 
ports are in greater de¬ 
mand, and we’re nicer. 
Maybe that’s true. But let’s 
not forget that while our 
currencies are now equal, 
that’s about it. 

The U.S. ranks first in 
the world with a gross do¬ 
mestic product (GDP) of 


Big Cheese 


$14.27 trillion, while Cana¬ 
da barely squeaks into the 
top 10 with $1.4 trillion. 
The U.S. spends almost as 
much on its defence budg¬ 
et — $1.2 trillion. 

It’s a good time to pause 
and ask if we’d be feeling 
so pleased with ourselves if 
we weren’t wrapped in a 
$ 1.2-trillion security blan¬ 
ket. Would our resources 
be so valuable and in such 
demand if we didn’t have a 
reliable customer that al¬ 
ways pays its bills? Ironical¬ 
ly, much of the strength of 
our dollar versus theirs de¬ 
pends on their good 


graces. 

I’m not arguing that 
“eveiything is good in 
America.” Just spend 15 
minutes strolling the leg- 
endaiy Vegas strip: It’s a 
temple of unsustainability, 
not to mention cholesterol. 
Don’t tiy this at home! 

But let’s not let the 
loonie lure us into a fool’s 
paradise of our own. So, sit 
back, relax and wait your 
turn. It’s a three-hour wait 
for the cheese.

Mark Beazley of the Re¬ 


tail Council of Canada said 
parity will inevitably lead 
to pressure on retailers to 
match prices on eveiy- 
thing from clothes to elec¬ 
tronics to automobiles 
with the U.S., in part be¬ 
cause the comparison is 
easy to make. But he cau¬ 
tions that the value of the 
currency is only one of 
many factors that deter¬ 
mine prices.

Demone, the son of a sea 
captain who fished the 
Grand Banks, said he’s also 
still trolling the United 
States for potential acquisi¬ 
tions, after not finding any 
willing sellers in 2009. 

Last year, the U.S. busi¬ 
ness had earnings before 
interest, tax, depreciation 
and amortization of $23 
million, a jump of 25 per 
cent over the year before. 

Overall, profits rose 
from $14.2 million in 2008, 
or 88 cents per share, to 
$19.7 million, or $1.07 per 
share in 2009.

Convenience 
stores face 
tough times 

RETAIL Canada’s 
convenience stores were 
hammered last year by 
higher credit card fees, con¬ 
traband cigarettes and the 
economic recession, 
according to an industiy- 
sponsored study. 

Illegal tobacco sales con¬ 
tinued to cost stores more 
than $2.5 billion in annual 
sales and $260 million in 
profits, said the report pre¬ 
pared by Pricewaterhouse- 
Coopers. 

The industiy is heavily 
dependent on cigarette 
sales. Two out of eveiy 
three cigarettes sold legally 
in Canada are purchased in 
convenience stores. 

Credit card fees account¬ 
ed for $200 million in costs, 
some $50 million of that as 
a result of a recent increase 
in processing fees by major 
card companies. 

The industry’s profitabili¬ 
ty was also hurt by an aver¬ 
age five per cent increase in 
the minimum wage. 

Overall, the net 
profitabihty of convenience 
stores was barely holding at 
about one per cent, about 
half the level in 2008. 

The future is expected to 
remain challenging as the 
maturing industiy faces 
slowing sales growth, the 
study said.

Architecture lovers win fight to keep building 


Travel in brief 



Lovers of modern 
architecture have won a 
round in their fight to 
preserve a half-century- 
old building at 
Gettysburg, despite 
efforts by Civil War 
purists to demolish the 
structure to restore the 
battlefield to its original 
appearance. 

For a decade, the Nation¬ 
al Park Service has been 
seeking to demolish the 
Cyclorama Building, built 
in 1958 by famed mod¬ 
ernist architect 
Richard 


Neutra to house a massive 
circular painting of the fa¬ 
mous 1863 battle which 
has been relocated. 

The building is near one 
of the highest points on 
Cemeteiy Ridge, a key de¬ 
fensive position where 
nearly 1,000 Union soldiers 
were killed or wounded 
during Pickett’s Charge. 
The National Parks Service 
would like to remove the 
building to preserve the 
battlesite but an architec¬ 
tural preserva- 


group says the building is 
also historically important. 

A federal judge in Wash¬ 
ington ruled last week that 
the park service did not fol¬ 
low procedure on the mat¬ 
ter. U.S. District Court 
Judge Thomas Hogan told 
the park that it must go 
back and reconsider its 
1999 decision to raze the 
building before it can take 
any action to knock down 
the structure. 

In March 2009, U.S. Mag¬ 
istrate Judge Alan Kay rec¬ 
ommended that the 
U.S. Dis¬ 


trict Court rule in favour of 
the suit by the Recent Past 
Preservation Network and 
ordered the park to pre¬ 
pare an Environmental Im¬ 
pact Statement evaluating 
the potential impacts and 
review alternatives to dem¬ 
olition. 

Neither Gettysburg Na¬ 
tional Militaiy Park nor the 
National Park Service has 
commented on the deci¬ 
sion.

'Home’ to the fanged 

Tourism is up in Forks, the setting of the Twilight saga

It is the wettest place in 
the United States and one 
of the wettest places on 
the planet. 

It has a population of 
3,000 and is basically a 
bleak north western log¬ 
ging outpost whose sexiest 
tourism offering is a “tim¬ 
ber museum.” 

But tourism here is up 


1,000 per cent — crushing 
an5^here else in the reces¬ 
sion-hit U.S. — because 
this is Forks, where the 
smash hit Twilight saga is 
set. 

Author Stephanie Meyer 
actually chose Forks, 
Washington, because it 
was cold, dark and wet 
(nine inches of ran fall 
every month) making it a 
perfect hang out for the 
undead. 

But now the pull of the 


novels and the movies, 
starring Brit hunk Robert 
Pattinson, has transformed 
the fortunes of the town. 

Let’s be honest: You have 
to be a fan. 

Otherwise, you will find 
yourself travelling to a far 
flung corner of the States 
to look at an unremarkable 
school, a few trees and a 
slightly untidy beach. 

If you’re a Twilight devo¬ 
tee, however, you’re look¬ 
ing at the world’s most 
brooding locale, the school 
where the Cullen coven 
study (and where the 
lovers first meet), the ro¬ 
mantically unkempt, drift- 
wood-strewn La Push 
beach, with its dramatic 
sea stacks, and the spooky, 
moss-draped rainforests. 

Only then does Forks 
make sense. 

Tourism director Marcia 
Bingham says: “It has put 
us on the map and we are 
thrilled. 

Now visitors don’t com¬ 
plain if it’s raining, they 
complain if it’s not raining.”

What you say isn't half as 
important as they way you 
do — or don’t — say it. 

Sound ridiculous? Con¬ 
sider this: How many of us 
have walked out of a job 
screening thinking we 
aced it? Our answers were 
wittily smooth, providing 
great insight into our char¬ 
acter and abilities while 
our resume was a perfect 
response to the job de¬ 
scription? Still, we didn’t 
get that anticipated call 
back. 

Here’s a possible reason. 
In job interviews, common 
perception is that what we 
say has more weight than 
how it’s conveyed. Howev¬ 
er, as author Alison Craig 
reveals in her latest book 
Hello Job (Blue Monarch 
Press), one often over¬ 
looked aspect of job hunt¬ 
ing is the mannerisms we 
employ when searching 
for, well, employ. 

“Nonverbal communica¬ 
tion is one more piece to 
the communication puzzle 
and even dominates the 
picture, ranging from your 
body language and facial 
expressions to your voice

and, of course, your overall 
image,” she asserts. 

Looking at it that way, 
it’s clear how a spotless 
work histoiy might not be 
a deal-clincher. Craig notes 
that regaling those re¬ 
hearsed speeches about 
our strengths and weak¬ 
nesses invariably prove 
more successful when 
combined with effective 
body language, a mode of 
articulation most Human 
Resources professionals 
are highly trained in read¬ 
ing/understanding yet we 
commonly overlook. 

“Don’t fool yourself; 


they are watching you,” 
she says. “Not giving direct 
eye contact can be con¬ 
strued as simple nervous¬ 
ness or that you are hiding 
something from the inter¬ 


viewer. Closed body lan¬ 
guage such as crossed legs, 
purses/brief cases on your 
lap or arms fully crossed 
across the chest is an unin¬ 
tentional warning telling 


others to keep their dis¬ 
tance; that we are disinter¬ 
ested in what is going on,” 
Craig charges, adding that 
hunched shoulders indi¬ 
cate being over-stressed or

lazy; careless about our po¬ 
sition. 

So how do we tackle 
these unwitting, soundless 
modes of correspondence? 
While it seems embarrass¬ 
ing, she advocates private 
rehearsals in order to max¬ 
imize positive nonverbal 
communication. 

“Practice doing a mock 
interview with yourself in 
the mirror. If you can hon¬ 
estly step back and look at 
yourself as others see you, 
you will quickly notice 
(nonverbal communica¬ 
tion). You don’t want to 
memorize your answers 
but by practising those in¬ 
terview questions, they 
won’t feel so foreign to you 
anymore.”

GM research aims to help drivers cut through fog

If you’ve ever driven in 
heavy fog, you know how 
dangerous it can be. Gener¬ 
al Motors’ research and de¬ 
velopment (R&D) and sever¬ 
al universities are working 
on an advanced vision sys¬ 
tem that uses data from 
sensors and cameras to 
project an image across the 
entire windshield, letting 
you “see” the road clearly 
through the fog. 

While it will be a long 
time before the full-screen 
display comes to market, if 
ever, the technologies being 
developed for it could have 
applications in upcoming 
vehicles. “The images are 
created by coating the 
windshield with a transpar¬ 
ent phosphor,” says Thomas 
Seder, lab group manager of 
human machine interface 
at GM R&D. “You can see 


through it when it’s not be¬ 
ing irradiated with UV light. 
But if you use a micro laser 
and irradiate a spot, the 
transparent phosphor will 
fluoresce, either red, green 
or blue.” 

GM was one of the first to 
offer a head-up display, or 
HUD, which projects a 
small image on the wind¬ 
shield, visible only to the 
driver, showing informa¬ 
tion such as vehicle speed. 

“We’re looking to create 
enhanced vision systems,” 
Seder says. “We’re not creat¬ 
ing anjhhing that isn’t out 
there in the real world. If 
you can imagine a night vi¬ 
sion system that could de¬ 
tect a deer on the side of the 
road, you can’t see it with 
your naked eye, but this 
could see it and then high¬ 
light its exact location. If 
you look at some concepts 
that people have proposed, 
you could be reading your 
email on a head-up display.

but that’s not what we want 
to do. Once you start clut¬ 
tering up HUD with infor¬ 
mation that belongs in the 
centre stack or head-down 
display, we think that’s very 
distracting. We want to en¬ 
hance the driver’s vision, 
not detract from it.” 


Developing technologies 
such as sign-reading can as¬ 
sist a driver by removing 
the need to search for land¬ 
marks. “We’ve all had the 
experience where you’re 
scanning for the road sign 
and you’re not looking at 
the road,” Seder says. “The 


primaiy task in 
driving is piloting, 
and navigating is 
secondaiy, but people’s 
attention gets focused on 
the secondary task.” 

The futuristic full-screen 
vision is much more com¬ 
plicated, because all of the 


information must be 
aligned correctly to the dri¬ 
ver’s eye. “The road signs 
don’t require a precise im¬ 
age, but there’s a penalty if I 
mismark the road 
edge,” Seder says. 
“That one’s more 
of a difficult 
technology. We 
need to know 
the vehicle’s po¬ 
sition, its orienta¬ 
tion and the dri¬ 
ver’s position within 
the vehicle to precisely 
align the display image to 
the real-world image. It’s a 
fairly intricate system, but 
we’ll get better and better.”

Building on generations of 
reliability and owner satis¬ 
faction, the last-generation 
Toyota Camry was bought 
as a proven, no-nonsense 
machine by thousands of 
Canadians.

The big trunk and 
available V6 performance 
were commonly praised, 
too. 


WHAT OWNERS HATE: 

Typical owner com¬ 
plaints deal with the Cam¬ 
ry’s bland looks and char¬ 
acter. Some owners also 
wish for better visibility, 
more comfortable seats 
and more agile handling, 
too. 


COMMON ISSUES: If you’re 
shopping for an earlier 
Camry in this generation, 
scrutinize its steering while 
driving in a straight line. 
Question any “pull” you ex¬ 
perience through the 
wheel, as there are many 
well-documented cases of 


an apparently unfixable 
alignment issue at the start 
of this generation.

THE VERDICT: A newer, low- 
mileage fifth-generation 
Camry from a certified deal¬ 
er should be the best bet for 
long-term confidence. There 
are less expensive used fam¬ 
ily sedans in the used car 
market, but few with this 
strong a reputation. 


LEDs 
light up 
future 

TECH The latest technology 
that is changing the face of 
cars is the Light-Emitting 
Diode (LED). LEDs which 
are smaller, brighter and 
can be configured together 
are gradually replacing 
conventional incandescent 
and halogen bulbs. 

Audi is lighting the way 
in terms of LED use. Cur¬ 
rently it makes more use 
of the technology than any 
other manufacturer, using 
the lights to create a 
unique look for the front 
and rear of its cars. The Al, 
A4, A5, and R8 all have 
LED running lights making 
them stand out. 

The rest of the car indus- 
tiy is following suit. Many 
recent concept cars have 
used LEDs to add visual in¬ 
terest, suggesting that we 
can expect to see their use 
on cars other than Audis 
soon. 

LEDs, though more ex¬ 
pensive, are used because 
they illuminate quickly. 
This means they are partic¬ 
ularly safe when used for 
rear taillights. Vehicle de¬ 
signers like them because 
they offer greater design 
flexibility. As the bulbs are 
much smaller, they take up 
less space, meaning that 
they are more versatile al¬ 
lowing designers the op¬ 
portunity to create lighting 
“shapes.” metro world news 
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Rinse and shine 



S pring is sprung, the 
grass is riz, and I 
don’t wonder 
where the birdie is? 
Because they just 
did their business on my 
car! 

Even if the birdies spared 
your vehicle, this would be 
a great time to get out 
there with a brush and a 
bucket. 

Here are some helpful 
hints that you might have 
forgotten, and that address 
recent developments in 
paint and wheel finishes 
and car washing products. 

They were brought to 
our attention through con¬ 
versations with two car 
washing experts: Jim Dvo¬ 
rak of Mothers Polish, and 
Rachel Agnew of Black 
Magic (a division of Shell 
Lubricants). 


WHEELING: Do the wheels 
first, says Agnew, and one 
at a time. Don’t apply 
wheel cleaner when the 
wheel is hot, and don’t 
leave it on too long. Dvorak 
cautions to know your 
wheel’s make-up. All mod¬ 
ern factoiy aluminum 
wheels have a coating — 
they need paint polish, not 
aluminum polish. 

SOAPING: For soaping a 
car down, I prefer to use a 
live squirrel. But Dvorak 
recommends a sheepskin 
or lambs wool wash mitt 
for the main body (above 
the beltline), and second 
mitt (microfibre “mop 
head” or “chenille”) for 
the dirtier lower body. 
This lowers your chances 
of scratching paint with 
dirt particles in your mitt. 
Agnew reminds us not to 
use dish soap, which will 
certainly strip away any 
wax you’ve applied. Car 
wash soap is milder and is 
designed to carry dirt 
away when rinsed. Use 
two buckets: one to rinse 
dirt off the mitt, the other 
to put clean suds on the 
mitt. 


RINSING AND DRYING: The 

key to a successful “diy” is a 
great “rinse.” Dvorak sug¬ 
gests taking off your hose’s 
spray nozzle, and lowering 
the water stream so it just 
shoots out about a foot. 
Then work to get a “sheet¬ 
ing” action on each body 
panel, before moving on to 
the next panel. When the 
water comes off in “sheets” 
there is less waiting for you 
to diy off. 

WAXING: There is a mis¬ 
conception that vehicles 
with clear coat paint fin¬ 
ishes do not need wax. You 
want to protect your clear 
coat, as you would any 
coat. Our experts recom¬ 
mend waxing eveiy eight 
to 12 weeks. New synthetic 
wax products are very easy 
to polish off, even if left on 
for hours (unlike carbuna 
wax, which sometimes 
needs to be chiseled off). 
Dvorak adds that many 
people are revisiting the 
benefits of the “pre-wax” 
clay bar.

Of all the successful Canadi¬ 
ans in Hollywood, the 
name Shawn Levy is not as 
popularized as it should be. 

After all, the Montreal- 
born filmmaker has 
made some of to¬ 
day’s most success¬ 
ful family come¬ 
dies (The Night at 
the Museum films 
for instance) and his 
work has generated 
over $1.5 billion worldwide. 

Now with Date Night, 
the big-name filmmaker is 
hoping to gain a greater 
reputation with a more 
adult-oriented comedy and 
quite frankly, not everyone 
is happy about it. 

“It’s my first non-family 
film,” said Levy during a 


recent interview. “(And) 
my own daughters — I 
have three — feel betrayed 
that I’ve made a movie 
that they can’t see ...

Still, the Levy clan 
shouldn’t be discouraged.

“I had a feeling that who¬ 
ever put them (together) in 
a movie first was going to 
reap the benefits,” said 
Levy. “But as a married cou¬ 
ple especially feels so organ¬ 


ic. They may be married to 
other people (in real life) 
but you sure buy them on¬ 
screen as a married couple 
... the style and tone of their 


comedy is so well-matched.” 

But as Levy insists. Date 
Night is not just a comedy. 
It delves into the world of 
action with plenty of break- 


ins, shoot-outs and a bizarre 
car chase that involved 
hooking two cars front 
bumper-to-fr ont bumper. 

“No one has seen a 


Siamese car chase through 
Manhattan,” noted Levy. “I 
think the goal was to make 
it really, really funny but to 
also try and make it relat- 
able to grown-ups in rela¬ 
tionships ... and then where 
there is action, frankly to do 
action like we haven’t seen 
before.” 

Although Date Night 
should expose Levy to a dis¬

Get ready to meet Brigit 
Mendler and Victoria Jus¬ 
tice, the two biggest stars 
the world has never heard 
of — at least that segment 
of the planet that excludes 
anyone outside the ages 
of eight and 14 .

After all, they grow up, as 
Miley Cyrus, who’s in her 
last year of Hannah Mon¬ 
tana, is quickly doing. 

Some of them also cause 
embarrassment, as Spears 
did when she announced 
she was pregnant as the 


fourth season of zone 101 
was beginning. Or when a 
nude photo of Vanessa 
Hudgens surfaced on the 
Internet when she was 
starring opposite Efron in 
the High School Musical 
movies. 

To prepare them, Disney 
puts child stars through 
something it calls Talent 
101 which includes a semi¬ 
nar advising them on secu¬ 
rity precautions they 
might take and how to be¬ 
have in public and in front 
of the press. 

But looming stardom 
doesn’t seem to have had 
much of an impact so far 
on mendole, who can ap¬ 
pear self-assured beyond 
her years one moment, 
while discussing some¬ 
thing like acting, then re¬ 
vert to a wide-eyed inno¬ 
cence when talking about 
getting her driver’s license.

Chicken and 

Shrimp 

Jambalaya 

INGREDIENTS: 

100 g chorizo sausage, cut 
into small chunks 
300 g skinless chicken 
breast fillets, cut into bite- 
sized pieces 

2 cups long-grain rice 

4 cups hot chicken or veg¬ 
etable stock 
1 bay leaf 

200 g bottle tomato salsa 
200 g raw, peeled tiger 
jumbo shrimp 

3 tbsp chopped fresh pars¬ 
ley 

METHOD: 

1. Heat large, deep frying 
pan over medium heat. 
Add chorizo and fty until 
just starting to brown. Re¬ 
move with slotted spoon 
and set aside. Add chicken 
to chorizo oil and cook 1-2 
minutes, stirring until 


lightly coloured. Remove 
and set aside. 

2. Add rice to pan and 
cook, stirring, 1 minute. 
Pour in hot stock and add 
bay leaf Reduce heat, 
then cover pan with lid or 
foil and simmer gently 5 
minutes. 

3. Stir chorizo and chicken 
into rice. Cover pan and 
simmer 10 minutes. Stir in 
salsa, jumbo shrimp and 
parsley, and cook 3-4 min¬ 
utes or until jumbo 
shrimp are just cooked, 
most of liquid has been ab¬ 
sorbed and rice is tender. 

4. Remove bay leaf, then 
season; serve immediately.
